According to the recently- pub¬ 
lished forecasts there will be a 
grasshopper problem is some dis¬ 
tricts of Southern Alberta during 
1950. 

The heaviest egg infestation was 
found around Lomond. Thirty-five 
eggs per square foot are -common 
in this area which is regarded as 
.very severe, and capable of pro¬ 
ducing a population which,'if not 
. controlled, could cause complete 
destruction of crops under some' 
conditions. 

East of Carmangay, along the. 
Little Bow River an area has been 
forecast as severe. This includes 
some tields situated in light soil, 
which is usually regarded as con¬ 
ducive to a higher outbreak poten¬ 
tial. ' •> 

There is some infestation rating 
as moderate in the arable lands 
between the Peigan and Blood In¬ 
dian Reservations. There is also 
evidence that a fairly severe out¬ 
break could occur between Mac- - 
leod and Pierce. 

Last season the new insecticide 
chiordane and toxophene were a- 
vailable to farmers who were trou¬ 
bled with 'hoppers. These insecti¬ 
cides are applied as a spray or 
dust by means of - the ordinary 
weed sprayers or dusters. Results 
observed by research workers lead 
them to believe that dusts may not 
be- as effective as sprays. 

Only chiordane was made avial- 
able to municipalities last year by 
the Provincial Government, be¬ 
cause it was foun^r? be about one 
and one-half times more potent 
than toxophene. 

From results of work completed’ 
last summer, one-half pound of 
chiordane per acre is now recom¬ 
mended, ins tead of three-quarters 
of a pound. When the'chemical is 
applied with water, the sprayer 
should be adjusted to spray at the 
rate of 4 to 5 gallons per acre. 
Since the amount of wnter used 
is the sam», as when spraying for 
weeds, 2, 4-D and cTiTbrdane may 
be applied at the same time. Mix¬ 
ing the two chemicals does not 
interfere with their action or make 
.them less effective 
' Shallow -fall and early spring 
tillage is effective as a means of 
control wlyn the egg infestation 
is known to be high. Using the til¬ 
ler may reduce n potential popu¬ 
lation by 5091. The blade type 
machines aie not as effective for 
this work, hut have been found to 
destroy up to 40% of the eggs. 
Cultural methods are not advised 
where the ‘xtra operation might 
bring about a wind erosion prob¬ 
lem. 

How many ’hoppers per square 
foot are required to constitute an 
outbreak? The authorities on the 
subject say that ten per square 
foot may constitute a potential 
outbreak, providing they hatch at 
the tight time, and weather con¬ 
ditions are favorable. A population 
of forty to % sixty ’hoppers per 
square foot must be controlled or 
they will do extensive damrge to 
growing crops. 

Agriculture experts say the 
toad frog eats each year as many 
insects ae it would cost a farmer 
$8 to kill.

Germination Tests 
Are Needed 

According to a statement from 
the Agricultural Department of 
National Grain, many samples of 
wheat seed submitted by farmers 
for germination tests are testing 
below 75%. In oats and barley the 
situation is even more serious. 

Farmers are urged to have free 
germination tests made on their 
seed grain, to ensure satisfactory 
results with their 1950 crops. 

National Grain officials emph¬ 
asize that due to drought, second 
growth, nail and frost during the 
past growing season, tests ‘ this 
year indicate that a very serious 
seed condtiion exists in Western 
Canada, particularly_in the north¬ 
ern areas of Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta, while many other districts 
are also showing poor results. 

There is no Charge made for 
germination tests. Farmers should 
take not less than a 6 oz. sample 
of their seed gruin to the local 
National Grain Manager, who will 
forward the seed for testing. 

Distribute Over 
500,000 Medals 

The 1 staggering task of distrib¬ 
uting Second World War medals 
to more than a million Canadian 
veterans is proceeding satisfac¬ 
torily, Ottawa authorities said this 
week. To mid-November, a total 
of 815,912 decorations already had 
been distributed, and more are 
going out daily to applicants. 

Registered parcels despatched 
numbered 121,910 und an addition¬ 
al 96-1 persons called at the War 
Service Records i Office In Ottawa 
to personally pi«T< up their medals. 

One of tlie busiest directorates 
a* Ottawa, the records office had 
to take on extra hands to help 
check, package and ship the 
awards. Additional employees also 
were needed to cope with the mass 
of correspondence that has flooded 
the office sipce distribution of the 
awards commenced October 1. 

But a number of veterans hare 
not as yet applied for their dec¬ 
orations and authorities wish they 
would. All that a veteran needs to 
do, they said, is pick up an appli¬ 
cation blank in any post office, fill 
it out and sent it in. His awards 
then will reach him in a few days' 
time.

With the degrading of Red Bobs 
many farmers are looking for a 
suitable substitute. The Alberta 
Cereal Varietal Zonation Com¬ 
mittee recommendations ^or 1949 
were as follows: Beil Zones 1 and 
2—Marquis and Thatcher, Soil Zo¬ 
nes 3 and 4—Thatcher and Saun¬ 
ders. 

. A ten year.average for days to 
mature at the Dominion Experi¬ 
mental Stalion, Lacombe shows 
Marquis requiring 127.4 days, Red 
Bobs 121.6 days and Thatcher 123.2 
days, says A. D. McFadden. Yields 
for the same period were Maquis 
—55.0 bus., Red Bobs—60.7 bus. 
and Thatcher—61.8 bus. Thatcher 
averaged about four inches short¬ 
er in the straw and was about 12% 
stronger strnwed than Marquis and 
Red Bobs. The above results were 
secured from crops seeded on well 
prepared summei fallow. 

From the above it would seem 
that the slight difference in matur¬ 
ity and yield between Red Bobs 
and Thatcher is not sufficient to 
warramt selection on one variety 
in preference to the other. On the 
basis of these charaejeristies That¬ 
cher can be considered a suitable 
substitute for Red Bobs. It is trud 
that Thatcher ran be considered a 
suitable substitute for Red Bobs, 
that the Thatcher wheat is a dif¬ 
ficulty variety to fhresh but with 
proper machine adjustment this is 
not considered a serious fault. 

In the Western and Northern re¬ 
gions of Central Alberta early ma¬ 
turity is of primary importance. 
In Soil Zones three and four we 
find that Saunders will average 
from four to six days earlier than 
Thatcher. A five year average at 
Lacombe shows Saunders yielding 
55.5 bus', compared to 59.5 bus. for 
Thatcher. Saundeis averages from 
three to four inches shorter in 
tlie straw and is stronger strgwed 
by about 20% 

Supplementary testing at stat- 
egic points throughout Central Al¬ 
berta substantiate the above re¬ 
sults. A thirteen test mehn on 
tests conducted during the past 
three yea?:, in Soil Zone 2 gives 
the following yield data: Marquis 
— 25.3 bus., Thatcher 26.1 bus 
and Saunders -2i.9 bus. A thirteen 
test mean on tests conducted dur¬ 
ing’ the past three years in Soil 
Zone 3 .gives 'he following yield 
data: Thatcher 32.3 bus., and 
Saunders '10.7 bus. Id 1049 a five 
test mean on Soil Zone 4 shows 
Thatcher yielding 2L4 bus. com¬ 
pared with 216 bus, for Saundeis

Which should I use for weed 
control, dust or spray? The re¬ 
search men, reporting on work of 
the past season, at the Western 
Canadian Weed Control Confer¬ 
ence held in Edmonton on Novem¬ 
ber 15 to 17, are not entirely sat¬ 
isfied that they have the final an¬ 
swer to any such question. How¬ 
ever, they do think that the 1948 
experiments answer most' of the 
questions involved 

Ounce for ounce of free acid 2, 
4-D, dusts are less effective .than 
rprays as judged by weed kills. As 
a result, (he Conference recom¬ 
mends the use of ’5 to 1% ounces 
more free 2, 4-D acid In dust form 
when applications are for the sel¬ 
ective control of annual weeds in 
crops. This is not a condemnation 
of .2, 4-D dust, as the rate of ap¬ 
plication does not give the whole 
story. 

2, 4-D is more expensive per 
ounce of acid in the dust form 
than it is in the spray form, and 
the recommended rates of appli¬ 
cation for dust are higher. Thus, 
the cost per acre for dust is great¬ 
er than for spray. However, the 
costs, of application for* dust are 
less, in that less time is needed to 
fill the dust hopper than to fill a 
tank with water and mix solutions 
in the proper proportions. Under 
most conditions it is. thought that 
the combined cost of chemical and 
application are approximately' the 
same for both dust and spray 
treatments. This would apply only 
when a sufficient supply of clean 
water was readily available, and 
would not hold if water had to 


bo transported for an appreciable 
distance, or if the water was < dirty 
and necessitated frequent cleaning 
of -filters and nozzles. 

Drift of the chemical to nearby 
susceptible field crops, trees, and 
gardens nvttjt not Re overlooked. 
If is generally conceded that, both 
sprays and dusts drift, but that the 
drift is apt to be more serious with 
dusts. Even though dusts may be 
applied uniformly under ideal con¬ 
ditions. sprays can be applied more 
uniformly ever a wider range of 
conditions. . e 

When all of the above factors 
are considered, ’it is up to the in¬ 
dividual farmer ta.make the final 
decision as to the way in which 
2. 4-D will be applied. Tf the use of 
2, 4-D is contemplated and no wat¬ 
er is available, then -there is" only 
one answer. Op the other hand, if 
an ample water supply-is at hand 
and susceptible crops are close by, 
spraying would doubtless be the 
best means of applications.

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The people of Australia have tossed out the 
Socialist government of J. B. Ctyflcy and placed in 
power a coalition of Liberals and Country Party mem¬ 
bers who made anti-socialism the main plank in their 
campaign.

We are not in the least surprised at the announce¬ 
ment that automobile insurance rates have been 
j^ised. One has only to read about the fatalities on 
our highways and of the number of car and truck 
crashes to realize that insurance companies must re¬ 
cently have been paying out as much as they were 
taking in. ' 

We are having altogether too many highway and 
street accidents involving cars and trucks. It is true 
there are more motorl vehicles on the roads these 
days. Alberta’s registrations are up around 25 'percent 
in the past couple of years. But is is also true that 
greatly improved highways are not he>ping prevent 
accidents. If anything, better highways are bringing 
more accidents. 

We are glad to pee the Calgary Herald lashing 
out at the Alberta highway department over the state 
of our paved highways during the winter season. The, 
Lethbridge Herald began more than a year ago to de¬ 
mand that these highways, which can become so 
treacherous from snow and ice in the winter season, 
should either be kept clear of snow and ice or that 
they should be sanded at all dangerous spots, with 
snow removal and sanding patrols doing regular duty 
throughout the winter months.. Surely if Montana can 
afford to provide such service to highway users, 
wealthy Alberta can. It ip penny wise and pound fool¬ 
ish to provide highways! which cost $40,000 a mile and 
up and then allow them to deteriorate in the winter 
months into death traps. We note that the Alberta 
Motor Association has recently been pressing the Al¬ 
berta Goemment for action in this regn»d. The assoc¬ 
iation should be backed by every Alberta motorist and 
they should not rest until the Government highways 
department is stirred into actioq which would cut 
winter accidents in half. —(Lethbridge Herald).

PAINTING HINTS— 

Here’s a tip for cans that drip! 
If you. find that you can’t keep 
paint from running down the out¬ 
side of a paint can. simply punch 
a few holes around the rim of the 
can. As you wipe off excess paint 
from your brush on to the lip of 
the can it will run back into the 
can rather than remaining around 
the rim. In the home workshop 
where a can of [mint is not moved 
about, it’s a simple matteF to glue 
a paper pie plate to the bottom of 
the can. This also eliminates the 
drip worry. 

In exterior painting protect 
shrubbery by pulling it away from 
the house and covering it with 
canvas. .Paint chemicals will harm 
most iflant3, and the plant foliage 
may leave unsightly marks on the 
fresh paint. 

Use a canvas on roof areas a- 
round dormers- or if you’re em¬ 
ploying a painter, ask him to do 
so. If the paint has had time to 
dry, you'll find it’s extremely dif¬ 
ficult to remove from the roof 
surface.
